A CLEAN CANDIDATE

It was within the powar of tha peonla’s
party todo the graesfal and tho graweful
thing oy rising above partican  bins and
alavating the standard of nonpartisan-
ship in the judiciary. It was manifostly
the duty of thoconventlon to supplemont
the gallant ight against boodlerism and
corporation cule made last winter by the
legiclnture by endorsing for the paople's
sulTeagos that honost and fonrless wx-
ponent of the law, Samuel Maxwall,
But perhaps this was tus much to expeot
feom delegates whose zeal for populist
aonguest outweighs all other eonsidora-
tione. The clamor for a stealght party
nomination wns startod {o the interestof
the canditlate satisfactory to the rall-
road managers. To the eradit of the
populist party the convention refused to
be stampeded or deonyed into an en-
dorsomont of an ex-rallroad lohbhyist,

In nominating Silas A. Holeomb the
populists have placed at the head of
their tioket & man whoas reoord, so far
as wo onn learn, fs unsulllod and whoso
eareor has hoon'lrae from all disrephita-
bla entanglement with corporations or
boodlors. [t must bo n sonree of grati-
fication to eitizens of Noebraska, regard-
less of party, that tho populists have
chosen o man as thelr candidate for the
supremp bench who, if electod;, will not
dlagrraco the state and lower that high
tribinal in the povpular respect by in-
competency and a lack of interrity.

If the republican state convention
does its duty by endorsing Judge Max-
well for re-election the campnign of
1803 will not have to by s repotition of
the eampaign of 1801, when the populists
sought to foree upon the supreme boneh
a man utterly unfit for any judicial
position,

THE POPULIST PLATFURM.

The platform and resolutions adopted
by the populist stato convention deals
with almost every 1ssuo and question of
public policy, and attempt to suggrest a
remedy for every ill from which the
country at large ana  the people of No-
braskn are sufforing. Some of those
proposed reforms are sound and some
are mare catchpenny vagaries.  The
convention  reaflivms the Omaha nn-
tional platform of 1802, which was
like a  patchwork quilt, gotten
up to meet the peealiae isms  wl-
voeated by the old-line groonbackers,
the freo ¢oinage bullionnires, the Henry
George singlo tax mon, the Kilward
Bellamy socialists and the other vision-
arios who participatod in the Foucth of
July convention, It may be presumed
that avery populist convention from now
on until 1845 will reafMrm the Omahu
platform, even if we should have freo
and unlimited eolnage of silver or should
establish a now ratio.

The convention veiterates the Omaha
silver plank by a special rosolution de-
manding frea eosinage at the ratio of 16
to 1 and nothing else, although 1t is
manitest that the divergencs betweren
the two metals makes it uttorly impossi-
ble to maintain a ratio of less than 20 to
1, whioh, as a matter of fact, wonld still
muke silver mining vory profitable.

The platform endorses a service pen-
sion, regardless of rank, upon proof of
honorable discharge. This is  practi-
cally In acoord with the demunds of the
last republican state convention, which
many patriotic veterans do not approve
for the renson that it tonds to degrade
the volunteer union soldier to the con-
dition of . mercenavy, A pénsion for
dependent vaterans is parfectly proper,
but s man who came home from the war
without a serateh, continues in good
health and is able to tuke care of him-
self, ought to scorn a pension ns a re-
Hection upon his patriotism.

The platform demands absolute own-
ership and eontrol of ail railroads, tele-
graphs and telephones by the govern-
mont.,  Inthis the populists seek more
thun can possibly be attained under
presont conditions,  The purchuase of
the telegraph lines and telephone sys-
toms iy within reach. Toe Beg has
advoeatad the postal telegraph for more
than twenty vears and will continue to
do so until it is an aceomplished fact.
To buy and operate the 165,000 miles
of railroad in the Unitod States that
are now capitalized for more than ten
billions of dollars and toemploy an army
of 700,000 men would be a stupendons
undertaking. It would plungs  this
eountry into a colossal debt and require
the reeasting of the entive machinery
of government.  If the populists wael
coatent with demanding steic' @@y ern-
mont regulation and ecilzol of publie
curriers, by whisl #iie  abusas from

denouncing pass bribery and demanding
that no populist candidate or officer
shall accopt a railrond pasy strikes the
right chord in the direction of political
reform.

On the whole, the platlorm ombodios
many points responsive to public senti-
ment and is in most matters in harmony
with the demands of the producars.

THE 10WA POLIPICAL SIDE SHOW,

The so-called eitizena’ movement in
Towa in the interest of prohibition does
not start  out with the wvromise of
amounting to much. [t is suggestive of
the three tailors of Tooley street. The
convention held at Des Moines Tuesday
was Insignificant as to numbers and the
influence of its manifesto will be in pro-
portion to the representative strongth
of tha bady that sent it out. It isefrik-
ing evidence of the decline of sentiment
in fuvor of prohibition as astate policy

that  only about 150 individuals
conld be got  togethar in & con-
vention a8 represontatives  of that
sentiment, the largor  proportion

of theso having always been members of
the prohibition party.

The declarations of these people will
have no weight with intelligent and un-
prejudiced mon  who are familiar with
the history of the prohibition experi-
ment in Towa. In no other state that
has treied this policy has its failure beoen
more complate, and to elaim that it has
accomplished any good purpose that
might not have been as well or better
secured under a syatom of high leense
and  local option s to ignore the most
indisputable  facts, Everyhody who
hus taken the trouble to inguire into the
working of prohibition in lowa knows
that it has been practieally inoperative
everywhere excopt in localities where
the public sentiment is overwhelmingly
in favor of it. There has not been a time
since the prohibition law was enacted
that intoxicating liquors could not be
obtained, to be drank as a beverags, in
any of the eities and most of the larger
towns of lowa. In some of those places
it has been for yoars, if not all the time,
openly sold, while in others the traflic
has been carriod onsarrveptitionsly, Not
only did the eommunities in which the
law has been poersistently set at nonght
get no return from the traffie, as they
would under a high license system, but
the people of the entire  stata have been
taxed to maintain a force ofspies and in-
formers, whose arbitrary mothods and
corrupt practices were a roproach to the
atato.

All the plans and deviees which the
ingenuity of the supportors of prohibi-
tion could find for enforcing the law
have been  applied without snccess
wherever public sentiment was not ovor-
whelmingly in its favor, and while the
law thus failed of its purpose under con-
ditions which would have insured snceoss,
if success had been possible, the effect
of failure was to create contempt
for all law. There has really been
under tho stringent prohibitory law of
lowa no mora prohibition, if so much, as
in Nebraska under a system of high
license and loerl option, and we do not
antertain a doubt that investiration
would show at least as muany liguor
licenses {ssued by the fedoral author-
ities in that stnte as in this., The ma-
terial results of the two systems, how-
ever, have been wilely differeat, for
while prohibition has incressed public
oxpenditures in  lowa without giv-
ing any compensatory  banefits—has,
in faet, baen abl once a tax upon tha
poople and . deawback to material
progress—high license hus been s souree
of useful revenuo to every community
that has adopted it, has not interfered
with the mawerial progress of such eom-
munities, and has by the rogulations im-
posed o eonnection with it rathor c¢on-
duced to temperance than otherwise, for
the obvious reason that the regulated
trafficker in liguors, holding his priv-
ilogo subject to good behavior snd a
complianes with the law, will by much
more carcful than the bootlegoor or the
runner of a surreptitions *joint," who is
practically an outlaw.

The great body of the intelligent
voters of 1owa have evidently camo to
clearly undersiand the true situation,
and they will vote next November for a
change of policy., The so-called citi-
Zons' movemsnt cannot prevent this,
Waether the republican or the domo-
crab party wins in November prohibi-
tlon will have to go.

It marks the tuen-
inge point in the temporarcy depression,
und will go very far toward resioring
mutual contidence the banks
and the depositors.

THE PASSING UF THE VETERANS,

The fact is observed that thero 18 & de-
creasing sttendance of old soldiers at
the annual encamdhonts of the Grand
Army of the Refnblie, and that from
year to year fe wl‘lq‘ voterans are seon on
parade. Some thoughtless people asoribe
this to a waning Interest on  the part of
the old soldiers. jj)i thelr organization
and the purposes sfor which it was instis
tuted, but the more reflective know that
it means  the thinuing out of the
ranks of the men  who presorved
the union, and  that it conveys
the pathetic assurancs that in a
shorter  perlod  than haa  elapsed
since the close of the civil conflict thers
will not be living a sufficiont number of
tho victorions heroos of that struggle to
hoid an encampment. Thoy are rapidly
passing away and evory suceeeding yoar
must, in the nature of things, witness
greater inronds ity thelr ranks until
their numbor is reduced below that of
the highest annual death rate.

Of the splendid avmies which as-
sombled for reviow in Washington after
the rebellion—armios which for cour-
ago and loynlty have never been ox-
celled anywhere in the world—perhaos
not more than one-third, cortainly not to
excoed one-half, of their members arn

living. The great commanders who
wore present on that most memorable
occasion have all gone, and with them

have gone a host of as herole men as the
world ever saw.  One needs but reflect
that it is more than twenty-eight” years,
almost a goneration, gince tho close of
the rebellion to understand why it is
that the number of voterans who attend
the annual encampments is decrensing.
The youngest person who entered the
army in the last voar of the war, if still
living, is not far from fifty years ld,
and the very large majority of veterans
are muen older. Tesides the lessoning

of thi ranks from death,
the infirmities and disabili-
ties incident to age, hastened by the

lingering effects of the hardships and
privations of a soldier's life in active
sorvice, keep imany away [rom the
annual gatherings. Some go inspite of
their nfirmities, but there is a large
number who cannot overcome their dis-
abilities sullclently to enable them to
take oxtended  jonrneys, and this class
is steadily inereaslng. Let those who
petulantly complain that the veterans
are o burden bo putient. 1t can only bo
a fow more years, when the last of them
will have responded to tho final “taps"
and joined their Imrortal comrades.
The encampment at Indianapolis,
witle not so nmiwmerously attended as
most of those that have preceded it, is
still & very succossful gathering of the
veterans, and so far as interest and
enthusinsmare congérned nothing seems
to by wanting. Theveterans have given
some indication of their displeasure at
the feeling manifasted toward thom by
tho party in controlrof thoe government
and they will ddtbtiess give such ex-
pression o their écntiments as the eir-
cumstances seem to demand.. The clos-
ing portion of 8x-President Harrison’s

address  on Monday doubtless fore-
shadowed what they will ask,
